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ADVISORY ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . On page 3, lines 3-4, and page 4 lines 4-8 of Applicant's Remarks, Applicant 
argues that "Carroll does not teach or suggest the use of AT commands for exchanging 
service configuration data between a terminal and a device, and exchanging service 
configuration data between the terminal and the device by means of selected AT 
commands that AT commandment means of said device are able to interpret". 

In response, the examiner has been carefully reviewed the Applicant Remarks. 
However, the examiner must give the broadest reasonable interpretation to all claims 
presented that Carroll indeed teach the service and/or configuration a wireless 
communication device having a standard wireless interface, and a wireless provisioning 
device that provisions the wireless device uses the standard wireless interface to 
transfer the provisioning information to the wireless communications device when both 
devices are at close proximity (See paragraph [0023]). 

Furthermore Carroll teaches a provisioning a wireless device by using the 
standard air interface protocol to communicate with each make and model of wireless 
devices in close proximity by using a low power such as Bluetooth, short range, infrared 
RF for exchanging between device and terminal utilizing protocols in which it equates to 
AT command, and/or means Wireless Application Protocol (WAP) browser, on board 
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Art Unit: 2617 

Java, and multi-media Messaging Application (paragraph [0023, 0054, 0057], and 
Claims #1 and #15]).
